MISSOURI MAY PENSION 
CONFEDERATE VETERANS 


Springfield, Mo., Jan. 9.—A resolu­ 
tion asking tile general assembly to 
pass an aet allowing pensions to de­ 
pendent veterans of the confederacy 
of this state was adopted by the local 
camp of United Confederate veterans 
today. The movement for a pension 
system wa* started by General George 
M Jones, former commander of the* 
Missouri division of the organization. 
A general pension law* tor ca-Con fed t 
crates will not be sought.

in the state who, for various reasons, 
cannot gain admission to the state 
home at Higginsville and it is to pro-, 
vide these with comforts in their de­ 
clining years that pension legislation 
will be asked.

him into serious conflict with the non-
